In 1857 Cyrus W. Field of New York, 


Charles Bright, J. W. Breet and other

formed a company for the laying of a 
transatlantic cable A start waa made 
from Valentia, Ireland. Only 225 miles 
had been laid when the cable broke 
and the scheme was abandoned for 
the time being. The following* year 
Field began work again, thls-tlme hav- 
ing the co-operation of both the Brit- 
ish and American governments. The 
U. S. warship Niagara and the British 
warship Agamemnon met in mid- 
ocean, spliced the two halves of the 
cable and began making their way to 
Newfoundland and Ireland respective- 
ly. Both reached their destination on 
the same day. August 5, 1868. Elec- 
trical connection was at once estab- 
lished across the "2,050 miles of cable.

To Salva, a O^nl—d, belongs the 


honor of having first suggested sub- 
marine tele»..phy. long before any 
practical system of teleftiaphy was in. 
vented. 'He spoke of the feasibility 
of such a project in an address before 
the Barcelona Academy of Sciences in 
17M, and two years later he proposed 
a .connection between -Barcelona and 
the Island of Majorca in the Mediter- 
ranean, In 1803 Aldini, a nephew of 
Galvlnl, experimented with the trans- 
mission of electrical signals under the 
sea near Calais. The next step was 
made by Schilling M 1W, «a»n he 
succeeded in igniting a charge of gun- 
powder by means of) an electric spark 
transmitted through a subaqueous 
conducting wire under the river Neva 
at St Petersburg. In 1888 SoL Pasley 
of the Boyal English Engineers dem- 
onstrated the practicability of telegra- 
phy under water 
at 
Chatterton, 


England, and the following year Dr. 
O'Shaoghnessy, a director of the East 
India company, installed a telegraph 
system 
and 
transmitted 
signals 


through Insulated wire under the Hugll 
river, India. Prof. Charles Wheat- 
stone of England was the pioneer in 
the suggestion that Dover and Calais 
be connected by a submarine cable. 
This was in 1840 but it was not until 
U years later that the English chan- 
nel was bridged by the first success- 
ful commercial cable In the world. 


Between 1840 and 1861 many Ameri- 


cans had been busy making expeH- 
ments and Improvements in the trans- 
mission of signals under water.

Samuel F. B. Morse, inventor of the

transmitted 


eleotric signals under water between 
Castle Garden and Governor's Island,

and Fire Island in 1843; Bsra Cornell 
laid 12 miles oTeabte and successfnttr 
operated it under the Hudson river in 
1845, and J, 3. Craven of New Jersey,

Last CsWe Few Years Old. 


The last great undertaking in cable 


.laying «ame only a few years ago 
when the tremendous difficulties of 
bridging the Pacific ocean were finally 
overcome both by British and Ameri- 
can enterprise Not only did the great 
distances In the Pacific offer obstacles 
but the extreme depth of the bed of 
the ocean, presented big problems. In 
one place the cable from San Fran- 
cisco to Manila drops to a depth' of 
six miles, less M feet, and at another 
point H has to rise-to within 600 feet 
of the surface on a mountain Beak. 
The first of the Pacific cables to be 
completed was the English Ime from 
Vancouver to Australia, a distance of 
7,Mt miles with a relav at the Fan- 
ning Islands, the dHtan^e between the 
latter point and Vancouver being 3 561 
miles, the longest span In the wnrM 
the cost of this cable wan $10,000.000.

More than GO ships are devoted ex- 


clusively to the work of laying and 
repairing cables. The .repairs are fre- 
quently very expensive undertakings. 
The point of trouble can be located 
>y a peculiarly delicate dynamometer 
which is operated on the principle of 
measuring the resistance jrffered per 
linear mile of cable 
Often the calcu- 


atkras are BO accurate that a ship 
will anchor within a thousand feet of 
the point where the trouble lies. But 
occasionally great difficulty is encoun- 
tered. In IWO, for example, $300,000 
was expended in a fruitless effort to 
repair one of the Atlantic cables. The 
tte of the average cable is from 20 
to 10 years.
